We are very reluctant to trouble our read 


ers about our private affairs; but ns erroneous 
reports may go out iu respect to n transac- 
tion which had for its object the silencing o 
our press at this particular stage of the po- 
litical canvass, we hiive deemed it our duty 
to make a pliiin stntement of the case, for 
the purpose of placing the matter in u true 
light. 


On Tuesday afternoon, on our return from 


dinner, we were waited upon by the Deputy 
Sheriff, who informed us that he had a wrii

&c. dec., und that he was ordered to tnke our 
press and printing materials, without delay 
and remove them to a place of safety. 
We 


requested him.to hold on a little white, ant 
wuit for «g to examine his authority. 
It 


proved to be that n judgment had been ren- 
dered against ns in favor of the Watertown 
Portland, Waterloo and Hubbelville Plank 
Road Company, of which one Bill Chappel 
a noted financier in these diggings, and a cer- 
tain Brown, who goes by the name of Pete, 
another noted shaver, not of men's beards, 
but of thair pockets, in the way of exorbitant 
interest, had come in possession. Of course 
when we ascertained the names of our per- 
secutors, we knew the men we had to den 
with. We therefore told the deputy that he 
could make his levy, and we would give 
bonds that the property would be forthcom- 
ing at the proper time. That gentleman told 
us that he had peremptory orders from Brown 
tf Chappel to get a team, and remove our press 
and materials forthwith* Every printer knows 
that the removal of materials by hands unac- 
customed to handling them, would occasion 
an almost total destruction of the property.

We civilly 
told the officer that we should throw our- 
aetves upon our " reserved rights,'! and if he 
denied us the ordinary courtesies in refusing 
our security, we should hold him responsible 
for any damages which might ensue in the 
removal of our property. 
On going into the 


streets we noticed our two persecutors, anx- 
iously waiting for the officer to throw our 
property out of the window, as we supposed, 
but when told by Mr. Oph that he should 
take security from ua, they appeared won- 
derfully disconcerted, and threatened that 
our press should come down that very night, 
and repeatedly urged the officer to do his 
duty, and tear down our press without cere- 
mony. This command, the gentlemanly of- 
ficer refused to comply with. We readily 
found the necessary friends, and thus the 
matter stands at present.! In the mean time 
Chappel induced one of his toadies to har- 
rass ua for a small amount, which we satis- 
factorily settled also. 


We should not trouble our readers with 


the matter, were it not that in the excite- 
ment our foes acknowledged that they were 
determined to crush us, that they designed to 
bring every missile to bear for the purpose 
of hairaasing us and stopping our press, &c. 
This, of course, divulged the motive of Chap- 
pel & Brown. The latter even acknowledged 
that the whole was done for political purpotet. 
This Pete Brown is the brother-in-law of 
Dennis.. This, then, is our offense. 
We 


have, since we have been located in Water- 
town, taken occasion to expose the rascali- 
ties, political, as well ns otherwise, of a cer- 
tain set of scrimps, who hare deemed the 
public as proper subject of plunder.

AN OBDINANCK, 


Authorizing an issue of City Bonds to the Milwaukee & 


Watertown Railroad Company. 
The Mayor emd Common Council of the City of Milfau- 


kct, do ordain at follow*: 


Sec. 1. Fot the purpose of aiding in the construction of 


the Milwaukee 4. Watertown Railroad, City Bonds m»y 
be issued and delivered to the Milwaukee & Watertown 
Jlailroad Company, two an amount not exceeding Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars, on the terms and conditions 
specified in "an act authorizing the city of Milwaukee to 
loan it« credit in aid of certain Railroads," approved April 
2d, 1853, anil on the terms and conditions hereinafter 
mentioned. Provided that not more than Seventy-Five 
Thousand Dollars shall be issued to said company, lo be 
used in the completion and equipment of the Hoad from 
the city of Milwaukee to the city of Watertown, and 
the bHUtncc when necessary to be u»ed in the construc- 
tion ami completion of Mid Hoad between Watertown 
and Portaj-e City, aud beyond that poiat. 


Hcc. 2. Every bond issued under the authority contained 


in the preceding section, shall be mada payable; in twenty 
years from the date theraof with interest, payable svml- 
aunually at the rate of seven per cent., and both principal 
and interest payable at the Union Bank of New-York, in 
the city of New-York; shall be signed by the Mayor, and 
countersigned by the Clerk of the Common Council, un- 
der the corporate seal of the city. 
Sec.!). No bonds shall be issued to said Railroad Com- 


pany, until all the provisioiis relating to the bonds and 
securities, to be given and furnished to said city, as pro- 
vided in the 3d, 1th, 5th and 6th sections of "an act au- 
thorizing the city of Milwaukee to loan its credit in aid 
of ceruim Railroads," are fully complied with on the part 
of naid Company. 
Sec. '1. This ordinance shall not be in force until snb- 


mitted to the legal voters of the city of Milwaukee, at an 
election held for that purpose at the time hereinafter pro- 
vided, and adopted by a majority of the whole number of 
votes given u such election. 


Sec. 5. An election shall be held on Monday, the twen- 


ty-fourth day of October, 1853, between the hours of one 
and five o'clock to the afternoon of said day, at the pla- 
ces in the said Wards where the last elections were held, 
or at such other places as may be provided by the Alder- 
men of the several Wards for the purpose of the adop- 
tion or rejection of this ordinance, and such election shall 
be conducted, and the votes canvassed and returned m 
the same manner, and by the same officers as at other 
city elections. 


Sec. S. On the ballots which shall be received by the 


inspectors of snch election, shall be either written or 
printed the words, " For the Railroad Ordinance," or the 
words, " Against the Railroad Ordinance." 


Sec. 7. At the next meeting of the Common Council, 


after the returns of such election from the several Wards 
are made to tlie City Clerk, the Common Council shall 
proceed to canvass such returns, and if it is found that a 
majority of the whole number of votes taken are in fe- 
ver of this ordinance, it shall be the duty of the Mayor to 
make proclamation thereof i» the official piper of the 
city, aad the said ordinance shall be to force from and af- 
ter its Bret publication, nibsemiant to the date of such 
proclamation. Passed Oct. 6th, 1853.
